Washington, Ju ly 22 (A5) — The 
midget coins the

proposes to m int will sav e sales 
tax pay ers money , officials said 
today , and also will retu rn a tidy 
profit for the treasu ry . 
Secretary 
M orgenthau 
a n­ 
nou nced last night th a t “within 
the nex t day or so,” congress will 
be asked to grant permission for 
the 
creation of half-cent and 
one-mill pieces. The pu rpose, it 
was said, was to correct 
in­ 
equ ities in sales tax sy stems 
which now prev ail in 22 states. 
For ex ample, it was .said th a t 
most of these states hav e a two 
percent sales lev y . If a person 
makes a 25 cent pu rchase, the 
tax wou ld be a half cent. Bu t at 
present there is no half cent 
coin, and so, in many instances, 
a fu ll cent is collected. 
The profit to the gov ernment 
will be in the form of seignior­ 
age. Last y ear coinage of one- 
cent pieces alone netted the 
treasu ry a profit of $330,000. 
There wou ld be less retu rn on 
half cent and mill (one-tenth of 
a cent) pieces, bu t m ints can 
tu rn ou t ev en these coins at a 
profit. 
Morgenthau denied th a t the 
treasu ry ’s 
decision 
foretold 
a 
federal sales tax . 
The new coins may be of cop­ 
per, bu t M orgenthau was not 
prepared to say this definitely . 
The mill coin will be the sm all­ 
est denomination ev er m inted in 
the United States.

Abu ndant rains in the spring, 
good growing conditions, and 
prospects for ample food and 
feed crops this y ear hav e resu lt­ 
ed in predictions by AAA offi­ 
cials th a t there will be no dan­ 
ger of a food or feed shortage 
this fall and winter.

at $2,7 00,000. 
Twelv e men were inju red in 
the blaze and searchers were 
seeking the body of John B ar­ 
ton, an employ e, missing since 
the blast in the rackhou se where 
he was working. 
Frank 
Dornberger, 
an 
em­ 
ploy e, was blown 20 feet from 
the doorway of the rackhou se 
into an ex cav ation twenty feet 
from the blazing bu ilding. 
“I was standing in the door­ 
way ,” he said, “when the ex plo­ 
sion came. It blew me right ou t 
of the bu ilding and into the pit 
of a new rackhou se abou t twen­ 
ty feet away .” 
Originating at Rackhou se No. 
3, where newly made liqu or was 
stored for aging, the flames de­ 
stroy ed the bu ilding — 11 stories 
high and 150 by 180 feet in size 
— then it spread to the cooper­ 
age shop and threatened anoth­ 
er rackhou se. The first ex plo­ 
sion, which witnesses said was 
followed by lesser ones, occu rred 
a t abou t 10:15 p. m. last night 
and flames threw a lu rid light 
across the sky u ntil day break. 
Virtu ally ev ery piece of fire 
fighting 
apparatu s 
in Peoria, 
Bartonsv ille and Peoria Heights 
was called to the blaze. Special 
switching crews were hu rriedly 
sent ou t by railroad officials to 
mov e freight cars loaded with 
liqu or from the danger area. 
For a time six carloads of al­ 
cohol, standing on a siding close 
to the blazing rackhou se, were 
endangered by flames and u ntil 
a switch engine hau led them 
away were a menace to firemen 
and spectators alike. 
Firem en were handicapped in 
their fight against the leaping, 
alcohol-fed flames by low water 
pressu re, bu t ev entu ally brou ght 
the blaze u nder control after 
hope for the entire plant had 
almost died. 
A dozen persons were treated 
for inju ries, cau sed principally 
by falling debris. The m ajority 
of those hu rt were firemen and 
policemen, thou gh a few specta­ 
tors were singed by the flames. 
A ttracted by the flames, thou ­ 
sands of persons clogged the 
streets leading to the scene. The 
Peoria bridge across the Illinois 
riv er north of the fire, was 
jammed by hu ndreds of au tom o­ 
biles. Depu ty sheriffs and state 
highway police were pressed into 
emergency du ty to control the 
crowd and keep traffic mov ing. 
The estim ate of the damage, 
made by H. F. Wilkie, plant 
manager, cov ered only the rack­ 
hou se and its contents, the coop­ 
erage shop and a bu ilding hou s­ 
ing the cistern which su pplies 
w ater for distilling operations.

WARNER.FIRST N A TI O N A L PICTURE 
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WORK RELIEF PROJECTS SLOW 
On April 8, Congress, at the requ est of the 
President, passed a bill appropriating 
$4,880,000,- 
000 for work relief. 
At that time, Mr. Roosev elt stated that by Ju ly 
1 all the nation’s u nemploy ed who were able to 
work, wou ld hav e federal jobs, and wou ld be off 
the local relief rolls. 
Ju ly 1 came and passed. More than $400,000,000 
had been approv ed for 
747 projects y et not a 
Single man had been pu t to work. 
The reason is two-fold: First, and most im­ 
portant, the works program is su pposed to em­ 
ploy 3,500,000 men for one y ear. If that is done, 
the cost per worker, inclu ding materials, mu st 
be held down to the v ery low figu re of $1,143. 
Second, there has been constant disagreement 
between Secretary of the Interior Ickes and Re­ 
lief Administrator Hopkins. Mr. Ickes is the head 
of the Pu blic Works Administration, and Mr. 
Hopkins gu ides the Works Progress Administra­ 
tion. The two bu reau s inev itably ov erlap — and 
both ex ecu tiv es claim ju risdiction ov er the same 
projects. 
Mr. Ickes is of the opinion that relief money 
shou ld be spent for projects of permanent bene­ 
fit— grade-crossing elimination, riv er and har­ 
bor dev elopments, road work, etc. Mr. Hopkins, 
on the other hand, is concerned only with pu tting 
men to work, and he knows that the adoption of 
projects in which material costs are high will de­ 
feat that pu rpose. As a resu lt, he fav ors pro­ 
jects which requ ire only labor, and demand few 
or no materials — woodland clearance, malaria 
control, repairs to pu blic bu ildings, etc. The two 
men are so diametrically opposed in their v iews 
that it seemed no compromise was possible. 
A fortnight ago the President stepped in and 
prov ided a partial settlement to the problem. He 
decided the qu estion of ju risdiction by ou tlining 
which projects are to be controlled by Mr. Hop­ 
kins, which by Mr. Ickes. Resu lt: All projects 
inv olv ing the ex penditu re of less than $25,000 are 
to be handled by Mr. Hopkins; all those costing 
more, by Mr. Ickes. For ex ample: If the Presi­ 
dent approv es the bu ilding of a canal, Mr. Ickes 
will handle it — if he say s y es to a ditch, it will 
be done by Mr. Hopkins. Mr. Ickes will bu ild 
highway s, while Mr. Hopkins bu ilds trails. Mr. 
Ickes will erect pu blic bu ildings, and Mr. Hop­ 
kins will landscape the grou nds su rrou nding 
them. And so it goes. 
The works relief program is at Hast swinging 
into actu al operation — and the qu estion th at 
remains to be answered is whether or not it can 


find u sefu l and produ ctiv e jobs for the 3,500,000 
heads of families who are still ou t of work. 


A NATION OF ROAD BUILDERS 
Less than twenty y ears ago it wou ld hav e been 
impossible to figu re on driv ing an au tomobile 
more than abou t six or eight months of the y ear 
in the ru ral districts of most of ou r states. A 
“tou ring” car making an ex tended trip, wou ld 
carry ropes, chains and a shov el to u se in cases 
of emergency which were qu ite frequ ent. 
Today , au tomobiles may be driv en from coast 
to coast and north and sou th with little incon­ 
v enience. We hav e pav ed roads to all important 
points, and soon dirt roads will be a thing of the 
past ex cept in obscu re ru ral regions. No nation 
ev er attempted su ch a road bu ilding program as 
we hav e carried ou t and which is still being ex ­ 
tended, as an established featu re of state and na­ 
tional dev elopment. 
Not only are we bu ilding and hardsu rfacing 
new roads, bu t we are widening and straighten­ 
ing thou sands of miles of old hard su rfaced 
roads. Ou r annu al bill for bu ilding and main­ 
taining highway s is approx imately one billion 
dollars. It is necessary to keep close watch to 
see that this money is properly ex pended on sci­ 
entifically bu ilt highway s and permanent and 
practical bridge constru ction. 
The telephone, the au tomobile, ou r good high­ 
way s and ou r transportation sy stem make possi­ 
ble instant and continu ou s commu nication be­ 
tween all sections of ou r cou ntry .
